Brood sOWs and boars of cor= 
rect bacon ‘tpye and. with size 


and quality are necessary to pro-_ 


duce bacon pigs. ~The condition 
‘of the sow and boar at breeding 
has ntuch to. do with the quality, 
strength and size of the coming 
litter. Proper feed and exercise 
outdoors is absolutely necessary’ 
‘for success with the pregnant 
sow, The correct feeding and ex- 
ercising of the milking sow is one 
of the most important steps in 
making market. hogs of her litter. 
These are Steps in the making of 
a bacon hog’ aside from the actual 
market feeding of the season’s 
Pig crop, but the proper apprecia- 
tion. of their importance is abso-« 
lutely. essential, 

There are thousands 
pigs fromthe best 
stock ruined annually through 
improper or overfeeding from 
Weaning time to three nionths of 
age. Over feeding at this stage 
makes a short fat, dumpy. — poor 
quality og finished before he is 
heavy enough and liable to crip- 
pling. | - 

Start the little pig at 4 to 5 
weeks of age. with a creep. of 
separate pen to feed in. Feed 
meddlings, mixing small quanti- 
ties at 4 time with sweet skim 
milk. This gets the little pig 
gradually prepared for , weanihe. 
Seattering. a few handfulls of 
good plump whole oats in the 
litter is good practice, ~ After 
weaning is the critical time, ‘The 
follGwing is a good ration for the 
weaned pig,-Oats, (either finely 
ground well filled oats, feeding 
oatmeal or, better still, ground 
hullnegs oats), 50tbs.: middlingss’ 
25tbs.; shorts 25ibs.: ground 
flax or linseed meal5 ths. ; tankage 
3bs. This may be varied -pro- 
vided that the crude fibre in the 
mixture is kept low, and the fat 
content fairly high. For the two 
to three months pig of 50s. feed 
a pound or so. of the miture daily. 
Soak for 12 to 24 hours +defore- 
hand. Feed with 5tbs of skim 
milk daily. After the pig is well

The Pests Act—This is an act 
to provide for extermination of 
pests by making it compulsory 
on the-part of the farmers.to take 
measures to exterminate pests on 
their farms, failing which provi- 
sion is made for the work to be 
done and charged against them. 
The bill was introduced by Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley. ; 

Acts to amend the irrigation 
districts: Act and the drainage act 
have also introduced by Hon. Mr 
Smith. Certain of these amend- 
ments provide against anyone be- 
ing a menfber of an irrigation dis- 
trict board who holds a fontract, 
directly or indirectly from the 
board, or who acts.as surety 
agent for any officer of the board 
or who has been convicted of a 
crime with punishment Of more 
than two years. 

Acts have also been introduced 
to provide against fraudulent or 
preferential transfers of goods or 
property, to provide for the “in-, 
spection of stock, to amend the 
brand act,. the weeds act, — the 
domestic animal act, and the 
agricultural societies ordinance, 
the game act and -the municipal 
hospitals act. These acts provide 
necessary amendiments to the 
various acts mentioned, 

An act which has been introdu- 
ced by Hon. G. Hoadley, provides 
for the regulation of commission 
merchants in the province, who 
sell agricultural products except‘ 
milk, cream and grain and except, 
livestock sold in a public stock-| 
yard. The bill provides for a 
license fee of $100, annually and a 
bond of $2,000 for each commis- 
sion merchant, Penalities under 
the act hold a maximum fine of 
$1,000, and imprisonment for one 
year. 

Assent was given on Friday 
afternoon by the lieutenant 
governor to two bills, the amend- 
ments to the municipal districts: 
act and the hospital districts act 
The amendments to three acts 
eliminate the necessity of pay- 
ment of taxes as a_ qualification 
for voting at annual elections. 
This will apply to towns and 
villages and municipal districts, 
the haste in getting the bills pas- 
ed being necessitated by the 
fact that the rural elections were 
on February 27th.

“Meets in the Res Rest ida First HELP POSSIBLE? 


The great agricultural conference at W asanetn has been held 
and nothing of particular impfrtance appears to have been accom- 
plished. The conference was called by the government of the United 
States to see what could be done’ to improve the condition of agricul- 
ture. Representative farmers from all parts of the country were pres 
ent, also representatives from finance and those industries directly 
interested in agriculture, In effect the results of several day’s discus- 
sion ofagricultural problems, by the “best minds” of the country, 


‘Twas to decide that freight tates and wages would have to be reduc- 


ed, while consumption was increased. The conference was agreed on 
one essential principal at least» namely, that costs to the producer 
cannot be increased during the next few years, but that farmers may 
through organization and co-operative methods in selling, get some 
of the spread between farm prices and retail prices, In other words 
the hope of better prices for farm poducts lies in reducing the ex- 
pense of transporting and distributing them, ; 

There is no doubt that the marketing end of agr icultare should be 
given consideration. Co-operative selling and buying by the farmer 
and co-operative buying by consumers, would take care of much of 
the difference that now exists between farm” and. retail prices for 
farm products, which now goes in the fornt of wages-and profits to 
middlemen. The -encoutagement of co-operation is-one of the im- 
portant works that goveérninents can give attention.to. But however 
important co-operation is as a remedy for the present.condition of 
agticukture, it is not the all important remedy. More important are 
the problems that confront the farmer as an individual, thafcannot 
be solved by govenments doing this, that or the next thing, that can 
be solved by the-farmer himself and by no one else. 

For instance there is the question of production costs on the farm. 
The consumer of farm products-nor the raifways have to do. with 
that. There is the‘question of greater self-sufficiency for the individu- 
al farmer, making it self-contained, in other words, spreading work 
over the entire year, making the farm produce a wider variety of pro- 
ducts, spreading the risk, reducing over-head and giving a greater re- 
turn for the labor employed, be it the famer’s Own labor, the work of 
his family or the work of the hired help. , 

Another factor in the present situation that should 
sight of, but is liable to be if one dwells too much on his own troubles 
and does not observe that others in different lines of industry: are in

The economics of the situation as well as the needs of the farm 

require that this should be done. Grain growing as a specialized in- 
dustry cannot be made a permanently profitable industry, 
elsewhere. The conditions which are developing in agriculture de- 
mand that this feature of the problem of making a living from the 
farm should be considered. This is:one of the problems calling for 
solution by the farmer and little that governments can ‘do will help. 
. To make coal mining,dairying, lumbering prosperous we need an 
influx of new population. The success of our railway systems, im- 
provement in trade conditions, even the abolition of unemployment 
depend largely upon increase of the producers and the constuners of 
the Dominion. The provinces are doing nothing to promote immigra 
tion. In Alberta the government is proceeding on the basis that it 
must see to the prosperity of those now here before inviting more 
settlers to come,. not realizing that the new population 
vince wou'd stimulate trade all round. 

Mr R. J. C. Stead, publicity director of the immigration depart- 
ment at Ottewa, recently mentioned im,an address at Halifax, that
